Political insiders believe 
Clinton is a cinch to carry Ken- 
tucky. Clinton’s strategy has 
called for her to gain the edge in 
total popular vote by racking up 
big margins in Kentucky, as well 
as other remaining primaries, in- 
cluding Puerto Rico and Oregon, 
another key state. But Obama, 
who currently leads nationally 
both in the number of commit- 
ted delegates and the popular 
vote, is conceding nothing and 
has mounted a well-organized 
campaign in the commonwealth.

Spotlight On Drug Awareness 

Local anti-drug groups confronting 
substance abuse in Morgan County

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

As you are all aware, there has 
been an increase in break-ins 
throughout the county. These il- 
legal activities are law enforce- 
ment issues. Like you, we read 
about them in the newspaper. 
However, you, the citizens, need 
to know how to protect your per- 
sonal safety, as well as your per- 
sonal property. 

With drug activity on the rise 
in addition to fuel prices, people 
are stealing items that can be sold 
quickly such as gas, money, 
ATVs, small household items, 
etc. In today’s world, many times 
we do not know our neighbors or 
who is traveling our roads. If 
there is any time that is right for 
increased vigilance, now is the 
time. We need to take back our 
communities and learn who is liv- 
ing around us and traveling 
through our neighborhoods. 

In June (day and time to be 
announced later), we are going to 
have a “Neighborhood United” 
meeting to help us learn how to 
defend our property and liveli- 
hood. The purpose of this meet- 
ing is to educate neighborhoods 
on how they can come together 
to be concerned, caring and com- 



mitted communities. This pro- 
gram has proven effective in re- 
establishing pride, opening com- 
munications between families, 
providing safety for children and 
keeping drugs out of the area. 

Why is this important? The 
greatest defense against the on- 
slaught of drug abuse and other 
crimes is through a united net- 
work of individuals working to- 
gether to care for their neighbors. 
Neighbors United is based upon 
the Neighborhood Watch pro- 
gram, but is much more than a 
watchdog effort to catch crimi- 
nals. 

Operation UNITE officials 
believe that bringing neighbor- 
hoods together for a common 
purpose will increase communi- 
cation among community resi- 
dents and awareness of those 
around them. This in turn will 
provide a mechanism to address 
needs - particularly involving 
youth, the elderly and those who 
may have disabilities. 

Through activities and meet- 
ings, neighbors will become 
more vigilant of suspicious be- 
havior and strangers. Those 
wishing to commit crimes will 
think twice if they know that 
someone might be watching. 



Increased drug usage in East- 
ern Kentucky has prompted 
many families to seek interven- 
tion for loved ones with sub- 
stance abuse problems. Despite 
the demand for drug awareness 
services, many citizens do not re- 
alize that help is available locally. 

The Morgan County Opera- 
tion UNITE Coalition, KY- 
ASAP Local Board and Cham- 
pions for a Drug-Free Kentucky 
utilize various community re- 
sources to combat substance 
abuse and educate people of all 
ages about the consequences of 
drug use. 

Operation UNITE 

Operation UNITE (Unlawful 
Narcotics Investigations, Treat- 
ment and Education) was estab- 
lished in 2003 by U.S. Rep Hal 
Rogers in response to a 2003 Lex- 
ington Herald-Leader report 
titled, “Prescription for Pain,” 
which exposed drug abuse 
throughout his congressional dis- 
trict of Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky. 

According to its website, 
UNITE rids communities of 
drugs through undercover narcot- 
ics investigations, coordinating 
treatment for substance abusers, 
providing support to families and 
friends of substance abusers, and 
educating the public about the 
dangers of drugs. 

UNITE serves Bath, Bell, 
Breathitt, Clay, Floyd, Harlan, 
Jackson, Johnson, Knott, Knox, 
Laurel, Lawrence, Lee, Leslie, 
Letcher, Magoffin, Martin, 
McCreary, Menifee, Morgan, 
Owsley, Perry, Pike, Pulaski, 
Rockcastle, Rowan, Wayne, 
Whitley and Wolfe counties. 

The Morgan County UNITE 
Coalition, headed by Chairper- 
son Sharon Tharp, promotes 
community involvement as a 
drug prevention mechanism. 

“Everyone must come to- 
gether to solve the drug prob- 
lem,” Tharp said. “Drugs affect 
many different kinds of people 
everyday - regardless of age, so- 
cial status, etc. The only way citi- 
zens can rid their communities of 
drugs is to take a united stand by 
regularly attending court hear- 
ings and drug awareness meet- 
ings.” 

Tharp noted that Morgan 
County UNITE offers a voucher 
program for substance abusers 
seeking rehabilitation. 

“The voucher program helps 
drug users enter into rehabilita- 
tion programs for free,” Tharp 
said. “Many families cannot af- 
ford treatment, and this program 
is a great public service to them. 
It is a one-shot deal, however. 
Participants must complete the 
program to qualify for additional 
free treatment.” 

UNITE officials also cooper- 
ate with law enforcement offi- 
cials at every level through an 
anonymous tipline, which allows 
citizens to report drug activity in 
their neighborhoods. 

“The tipline is a safe way to 
report suspicious activity that 
may be drug-related,” Tharp said. 
“All information called into the 
tipline is kept anonymous; call- 
ers don’t even have to give their 
names. The information is logged 
in a secure database so every tip 
can be investigated.”

KY-ASAP 

KY- AS AP (Kentucky Agency 
for Substance Abuse Policy) was 
created by the Kentucky General 
Assembly in 2000 to reduce al- 
cohol, tobacco and other drug use 
in Kentucky. The organization 
works with communities to help 
identify existing needs and re- 
sources. 

According to the Kentucky 
Office of Drug Control Policy, 
there are currently 75 local ASAP 
boards that cover 113 of 120 
Kentucky counties - including 
Morgan County. 

KY-ASAP Morgan County 
Local Board Chairperson Kim 
Standafer said the group helps 
citizens apply for mini-grants to 
fund drug-free activities. 

“Anyone in the community 
can come to ASAP to apply for a 
mini-grant,” Standafer said. “We 
are involved in many school ac- 
tivities, such as Red Ribbon 
Week in October, and other edu- 
cational anti-drug projects. Many 
local churches have also re- 
quested funding for youth activi- 
ties, and we help them as well.” 

ASAP will also be involved in 
the upcoming Project Prom, a 
safe, drug-free post-prom party 
for high school students on May 
24, and Safe Night USA 2008, an 
evening of outdoor activities for 
children in grades K-12 on July 
19. 

“We hope funding these ac- 
tivities will prevent drug use in 
the county’s children,” Standafer 
said. “The only way for kids to 
be aware of drug abuse if is they 
are educated. ASAP’s goal is to 
educate our youth, but in a way 
that is fun and exciting for them 
at the same time.”

Champions 

Champions for a Drug-Free 
Kentucky was established in 
1986. Champions coalitions pro- 
mote the prevention of alcohol, 
tobacco and other drugs, along 
with violence reduction in Ken- 
tucky communities. The organi- 
zation provides state oversight 
and funding opportunities for 
community coalitions. 

Statistics from the Kentucky 
Office for Drug Control Policy 
show that there are 95 Champi- 
ons coalitions in 104 Kentucky 
counties functioning as substance 
abuse prevention catalysts, com- 
prised of “people who care about 
the quality of life in their com- 
munities.” 

One such person is Morgan 
County Champions Chairperson 
Ryan O’Neal, who works closely 
with various groups to promote 
drug awareness among commu- 
nity youth. 

“Drug education should start 
at an early age,” O’Neal said. 
“That is why Champions has 
implemented several anti-drug 
programs for students in elemen- 



tary school all the way through 
high school. One of our programs 
is called ‘Too Good For Drugs,’ 
a drug prevention curriculum in 
place at all local schools.” 

Champions is also involved in 
Operation UNITE clubs at each 
elementary school and the middle 
school, as well as the SADD 
(Students Against Destructive 
Decisions) club at the high 
school. 

“The kids are very active in 
these groups,” O’Neal said. “All 
of the UNITE and SADD club 
members put up anti-drug post- 
ers at their schools and partici- 
pate in numerous activities. 
Some of the students recently at- 
tended a court session, which was 
a great experience for them.”

Getting Involved 

Judge Executive Tim Conley, 
who is involved with UNITE, 
ASAP and Champions, said it is 
imperative for concerned citizens 
- particularly local youth and 
families - to possess a height- 
ened awareness of substance 
abuse. 

“All kids face peer pressure,” 
Conley said. “It is important for 
parents to recognize the signs of 
drug use, and to not be too 
ashamed to request help for their 
children. Many adults also have 
drug problems. We should al- 
ways be prepared to help any 
adult relatives and/or friends we 



suspect may be using drugs.” 

Conley said neighborhood 
watch groups, churches and 
faith-based organizations are es- 
sential in confronting the region’s 
drug problem. 

“We need to take care of our 
neighbors,” Conley said. “Neigh- 
borhood watch groups are a great 
way to do that. Noting suspicious 
activity can help prevent drug 
activity, as well as other crimes 
such as burglary. There is more 
involved in neighborhood watch 
than just putting up a sign on the 
street, however. Watch partici- 
pants must follow through to pro- 
tect their families and friends. 

“Churches are also very im- 
portant in the war on drugs. This 
problem can’t be solved by our- 
selves, or by the government. It 
will take the power of God to 
clean up our communities, and I 
am asking all churches to join our 
citizens and anti-drug groups in 
this effort. It is amazing what can 
be accomplished when we all 
work together.” 

Local anti-drug groups meet 
the first Wednesday of every 
month in the county government 
building’s fiscal court room at the 
following times: ASAP, 12 p.m.; 
UNITE, 1 p.m.; and Champions, 
2 p.m. The public is invited to 
attend these meetings and partici- 
pate in group activities.

May is designated as Motor- 
cycle Safety Awareness Month in 
many cities, counties and states 
across the nation. The goal of this 
is to increase public awareness of 
motorcycles on the highways. 
Studies have shown that about 2/ 
3 of all accidents involving mo- 
torcycles and cars are the car 
driver’s fault. In most of these 
accidents between cars and mo- 
torcycles, the motorists claim 
they did not see the motorcycle. 

There are 184,425 motorcycle 
registrations in the state of Ken- 
tucky. Motorcycle safety courses 
teach the rider basic street riding 
strategies and how to maneuver 
their motorcycle in a variety of 
special situations. 

As the weather gets warmer 
and more motorcycles are on the 
road, we urge you to look twice, 
save a life and share the road. 
What all drivers should 
know about motorcycles 
• Motorcyclists often slow by 
downshifting or merely rolling 
off the throttle, thus not activat- 
ing the brake light. Allow more 
following distance, say 3 or 4 sec- 
onds. At intersections, predict a 
motorcyclist may slow down 



without visual warning. 

• Turn signals on a motorcycle 
usually are not self-canceling, 
thus some riders, (especially be- 
ginners) sometimes forget to turn 
them off after a turn or lane 
change. Make sure a motorcycle’s 
signal is for real. 

• Motorcyclists often adjust 
position within a lane to be seen 
more easily and to minimize the 
effects of wind, road debris, and 
passing vehicles. Understand that 
motorcyclists adjust land position 
for a purpose, not to be reckless 
or show off. 

• Because of its small size a 
motorcycle seems to be moving 
faster than it really is. Don’t think 
motorcyclists are speed demons. 

• Because of its small size, a 
motorcycle may look farther 
away than it is. When checking 
traffic to turn at an intersection, 
predict a motorcycle is closer than 
it looks. 

• Because of its small size, a 
motorcycle can easily be hidden 
by objects inside or outside of a 
car, such as: door posts, mirrors, 
passengers, bushes, fences, 
bridges, blind spots, etc. Take an 
extra moment to thoroughly 



check traffic, whether you’re 
changing lanes or turning at in- 
tersections. 

• Mirrors are smaller on a mo- 
torcycle and are usually convex, 
thus giving a motorcyclist a 
smaller image of you and mak- 
ing you seem farther back than 
you really are. Keep at least a 
three or four second space cush- 
ion when following a motorcy- 
clist. 

• There are a lot more cars and 
trucks than motorcycles on the 
road, and some drivers don’t “rec- 
ognize” a motorcycle and ignore 
it (usually unintentionally). Look 
for motorcycles, especially when 
checking traffic at an intersection. 

• At right, single headlights 
and taillights of motorcycles can 
blend into the lights of other traf- 
fic. Those “odd” lights could be 
a motorcycle. 

• When a motorcycle is in 
motion, don’t think of it as mo- 
torcycle; thing of it as a person.

Nearly every American is very 
familiar with at least one impor- 
tant aspect of Social Security -his 
or her Social Security number.

• Social Security assigns about 
five and one-half million new 
numbers each year. 

• Generally speaking, you are 
limited to three replacement So- 
cial Security cards in a year, and 
10 during your lifetime.

Here is one more fact bout the 
Social Security card and number 
that everyone should know: There 
is never a charge for getting a new 
or replacement Social Security 
card or for chaning your name 
with Social Security.
